Indianapolis, November 8—Indiana has 
been carried by the republicans by from 
45,000 to 55,000. The legislature will be 
‘republican by nearly 60, probably more. 

All the nine republican congressmen are 
reelected by increased majorities and the 
republicans claim also the eleventh and 
twelfth districts: represented by Repre- 
sentatives Miers and Robinson, both 
democrats. They are in doubt. The 
legislature, which will meet in January, 
will elect two United States senators, one 
to succeed Vice President-elect Charles 
W. Fairbanks. Senator Beveridge will be 
reelected. 

The republicans have almost if not 
quite doubled the McKinley plurality in 
the state of 26,467 four years ago. 

In searcely a county of the state have 
the republicans failed to make large 
gains. Democratic State Chairman 
O’Brien early conceded the state to the 
republicans by over 30,000 and sent his 
congratulations to Republican State 
Chairman Goodrich, Democratic National 
Chairman Taggart gave up the battle at 
10 o’clock and wired his congratulations 
to Republican National Chairman Cortel- 
you. 

Vice President-elect Charles W. Fair- 
banks received the retugns at his resi- 
dence from private wires which connect- 
eq his home with the white house at 
Washington. He and President Roosevelt 
early exchanged congratulations. 

National Chairman Taggart declined to 
express an opinion as to causes. He will 
leave for New York tomorrow morning 
and will go at once to 
national headquarters.

‘Results of a Recent Investigations 
Into Their Peculiarities. | 

At the request of the London county 
council the meteorological council of 
the Royal Society undertook an inquiry 
into London fogs during the winter of 
1901-02. The results were recently re- 
ported to the latter body bby Captain 
A. Uarpenter, who had charge of the 
investization. The observations were 
made chietiy by the officers of the met- 
ropolitan fire brigade. Captain Carpen- 
ter finds three causes of fog: 

First, a warm atmosphere cooled by 
contact with a cold earth or water sur- 
face, which forms a cold surface fog; 
second, a cold atmosphere warmed by 
contact with a warm earth or water 
surface, which forms a steaming water 
fog; and, third, two strata of air of dif- 
ferent temperatures in contact with one 
another, which conditions give rise to a 
eloud fog. 

Each of these fogs may become per- 
meated with smoke, when the fog par- 
ticles become coated with oily hydro- 
carbons and are impervious to the evap- 
orating power of the sun. These may 
drift long distances, slowly settling on 
the ground, on houses and clothes, and 
are inhaled by living animals and plants, 
The report represents that when the
